TO  THE  COLLECTOR 
by  The  Editor 

A good  many  years  ago  the  distinguished  British  economist  John  Maynard  Keynes 
wrote  a small  book  better  remembered  today  for  the  title  than  for  the  subject  matter. 
He  called  it,  “The  Economic  Consequences  of  Mr.  Churchill”.  The  coin  collector’s 
horizon  has  been  intermittently  lit  during  1967  by  flashes  of  lightning  which  serve 
as  a reminder  that  one  of  the  more  illuminating  books  of  the  future  might  well  be, 
“The  Numismatic  Consequences  of  Leland  Howard”.  The  contents  of  this  work  will 
certainly  provide  the  collector,  and  the  sociologist  interested  in  recording  the  curiosities 
of  American  tribal  customs,  with  much  stimulating  reading.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Howard 
we  probably  all  have  participated  to  one  degree  or  another  in  the  continuing  con- 
troversy raging  over  the  Canadian  Centennial  proof  set  equipped  with  the  banned 
$20.00  gold  piece.  Although  Mr.  Howard  is  now  more  or  less  out  of  the  way  of  doing 
further  harm,  his  successor  in  the  Treasury  Department  has  re-affirmed  that  the  offend- 
ing coin  cannot  be  imported  into  the  United  States. 

During  Leland  Howard’s  tenure  in  the  ODGSO,  that  small  branch  of  the  Treasury 
he  established  for  reasons  not  germaine  to  our  subject  although  probably  of  some 
importance  to  him,  neither  his  judgment  nor  his  decisions  were  impeded  by  any  knowl- 
edge of  coins.  Endowed  by  the  highest  authority  with  the  power  of  determining  what 
gold  coins  were  of  numismatic  value,  and  finding  it  difficult  to  accept  or  understand 
informed  numismatic  advice,  Mr.  Howard  came  up  with  his  own  rule-of-thumb.  A gold 
coin  of  numismatic  value  automatically  became  one  whose  estimated  price  in  the  1958 
Friedberg  catalogue  was  at  least  four  times  the  value  of  the  gold  it  contained.  When 
it  was  pointed  out  that  by  1965  there  had  been  a considerable  change  in  the  world 
coin-price  structure,  Mr.  Howard’s  reply  was  to  the  effect  that  the  only  reason  the  cost 
of  gold  coins  had  risen  was  because  he  had  restricted  their  entry  into  the  United  States! ! 
Although  there  may  be  more  important  examples  of  what  has  been  called  “the  illusion 
of  omnipotence”,  none  can  be  more  succinct. 

This  is  hardly  the  place  to  engage  in  an  exhaustive  analysis  of  the  reasons  used 
by  the  ODGSO  to  justify  its  policies.  The  whole  problem  of  gold  and  the  Dollar  has 
been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  discussed  elsewhere.  Nevertheless,  the  exclusion  of  the 
1967  full  Canadian  Proof  set  inspires  two  comments  relevant  to  the  situation  as  it 
stands.  When  Canada,  the  most  important  neighbor  of  the  United  States,  celebrates 
the  centennial  of  its  nationhood,  to  prohibit  the  importation  of  the  principal  official 
souvenir  of  that  event  has  strong  overtones  of  international  bad  manners.  In  addition, 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  have  always  been  a pragmatic  race.  It  is  almost  an 
American  tradition  for  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  enactments  to  be  ignored  by  even  the 
most  law  abiding.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  Treasury  regulation  affecting  the 
Canadian  Centennial  gold  coin  is  not  preventing  any  American  from  owning  one  who 
wishes  to.  Only  the  full-time  professional  dealer  is  being  inconvenienced  by  the  pro- 
hibition.

The  fact 
that  the  contents  of  the  Bulletin  depends  on  the  club  membership  makes  “La  Societe” 
one  of  the  most  stimulating  organizations  of  its  kind  in  this  country  today.  Anyone 
interested  in  joining  can  do  so  by  writing  Mr.  Palmentier.

PLATINUM  COINS  OF  FRANCE 
by  Michael  Anderberg 


From  time  to  time  most  collectors  have  seen  platinum  coins  in  major  auction  sales. 
Frequently  they  are  French  20  Franc  pieces  issued  during  the  reign  of  Napoleon  III. 
While  other  types  do  crop  up  now  and  then,  most  of  them  are  not  in  any  standard 
catalog.  The  platinum  coins  of  France  do  not  appear  in  the  literature  at  all,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  pieces  described  in  VG.  As  a result  the  sources  of  information 
available  to  anyone  interested  in  coins  struck  in  this  metal  are  extremely  limited.  The 
purpose  of  my  brief  article,  then,  is  to  merely  present  a list  of  the  French  platinum 
coins  which  have  come  to  my  attention  and  to  draw  what  conclusions  I can  from  the 
evidence  they  seem  to  present.

From  this  listing  it  is  possible  to  draw  the  following  inferences  : 

1.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  these  pieces  are  authentic  because  they  appeared  in  the 
auction  sales  of  old  established  reputable  dealers,  although  the  Farouk  Collec- 
tion contained  many  spurious  items. 

2.  It  may  be  possible  to  assemble  a collection  of  the  Napoleon  III  20  Franc  pieces 
by  date,  and  perhaps  even  by  mintmark. 

3.  The  fact  that  the  series  is  almost  entirely  limited  to  the  20  Franc  denomination 
should  be  of  some  importance.  Unfortunately  I am  unable  to  understand  the  exact 
significance  of  this  detail. 
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4.  The  purpose  of  striking  coins  in  platinum  escapes  me.  From  the  above  listing  it 
is  apparent  that  the  metal  never  was  used  regularly,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  the  reign  of  Napoleon  III.  Some  have  said  that  19th  century  European 
platinum  coins  are  fraudulent  because  platinum  was  cheaper  than  gold.  Indeed, 
many  are  found  in  circulated  condition  with  a gold  wash  adhering.  On  the  other 
hand,  had  they  been  presentation  coins  and  the  recipients  later  fallen  on  hard 
times,  the  pieces  might  well  have  been  gilded  and  passed  for  money.  Hence  the 
condition  in  which  we  find  these  coins  today  is  not  necessarily  related  to  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  struck  in  the  first  place. 

I will  welcome  any  other  observations  or  information  the  membership  may  care 
to  make. 


MORE  ABOUT  PLATINUM  COINS  IN  FRANCE

I read  Mr.  Anderberg’s  short  discussion  of  French  platinum  coins  in  Bulletin  No.  22 
with  great  interest.  While  the  author  presented  some  very  useful  evidence  bearing  on 
these  pieces  his  conclusions  are  open  to  question.  For  this  reason  I feel  some  additional 
observations  may  be  of  value  to  the  members  of  “La  Societe”. 

Of  the  nineteen  specimens  listed  by  Mr.  Anderberg,  Nos.  2,  18  and  19  will  not  be 
considered  in  the  following  discussion  because  they  are  experimental  “Essais”  and  not 
types  actually  adopted  for  the  coinage.  Four  of  the  remaining  sixteen  — Nos.  3,  12,  15 
and  17 — are  to  be  found  in  VG.  Although  I have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  examine 
illustrations  of  the  other  twelve,  which  may  have  appeared  in  the  Sale  catalogues  used 
as  references,  I would  suggest  that  there  is  a strong  probability  that  they  are  all 
perfectly  genuine  counterfeits.  It  is  also  not  impossible  that  some  of  the  four  which  do 
appear  in  VG  may  also  be  counterfeits.  In  short,  Mr.  Anderberg’s  view  that,  “Most, 
if  not  all  of  these  coins,  are  authentic”,  cannot  be  sustained  by  known  numismatic 
evidence. 

Platinum  was  first  discovered  associated  with  gold  deposits  in  South  America  in 
the  first  half  of  the  18th  Century.  Occurring  in  very  small  quantities,  difficult  to  work 
and  refine,  the  metal  was  long  regarded  as  a curiosity  of  scientific  interest  without  any 
practical  use.  With  a specific  gravity  of  21.45,  compared  to  19.3  for  gold,  it  was  the 
heavier  of  the  two  metals  but  not  noticeably  so  to  the  touch.  The  substantial  deposits 
found  in  the  Ural  mines  after  1819  decided  the  Russian  Government  to  issue  platinum 
coins.  The  issue  lasted  from  1828  until  1845  when  the  pieces  were  redeemed  in  gold  or 
silver  because  they  had  become  thoroughly  unpopular  with  the  people.  For  years  after 
1845  there  was  little  demand  for  the  gray  metal.  It  was  relatively  cheap  and  was  not 
generally  classed  as  “precious”.  According  to  Eckfeldt  and  Dubois  in  the  edition  of 
their,  “A  Manual  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  of  All  Nations”,  published  in  1850,  platinum 
was  worth  $6.80  an  ounce  — or  roughly  one  third  the  value  of  gold.  The  price  fell  to 
$6.05  an  ounce  by  1874,  rising  very  slowly  to  $10.18  in  1898. 

During  the  mid  19th  Century,  then,  platinum  was  available  in  reasonable  quantities 
at  a price  which  reflected  a general  lack  of  demand  because  it  was  a metal  nobody 
really  knew  what  to  do  with.  After  1875  the  demand  began  to  grow  as  it  became  useful 
in  the  developing  chemical  and  electrical  industries.  It  did  not  become  popular  as  a 
jewelry  metal  until  after  1900  when  the  value  began  to  approach  that  of  gold.  The 
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increasing  popularity  of  the  high  quality  diamonds  produced  by  the  South  African 
mines  led  to  the  employment  of  untarnishable  platinum  in  jewelry  settings  in  place 
of  silver  which  had  traditionally  been  used  for  that  purpose. 

During  the  period  in  question  platinum  had  only  one  obvious  use.  It  was  an  ideal 
substance  from  which  to  make  counterfeit  gold  coins  as  long  as  the  price  remained  low. 
The  counterfeiter  of  gold  had  always  faced  the  problem  of  adjusting  his  product  to 
the  weight  of  the  originals.  Although  coin  scales  were  widely  employed  when  gold  was 
in  common  circulation  the  average  transaction  involving  a few  coins  was  not  generally 
considered  to  require  a scale  as  long  as  the  pieces  felt  heavy  enough  and  there  were 
no  faults  in  their  appearance.  Another  of  platinum’s  great  advantages  was  that  good 
quality  gold  plating  adhered  to  it  perfectly.  Nevertheless,  although  Eckfeldt  and  Dubois 
devote  a number  of  pages  to  gold  and  silver  counterfeits  from  1842  to  1850,  no  platinum 
forgeries  came  to  their  attention  during  that  period. 

A reference  to  Mr.  Anderberg’s  list  shows  that  thirteen  of  the  coins  are  dated 
between  1858  and  1869.  Only  three  of  these  are  to  be  found  in  VG.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  this  range  of  dates  indicates  the  years  in  which  platinum  counterfeits  seem  to 
have  been  generally  produced.  For  reasons  as  yet  to  be  determined  the  majority  of 
these  forgeries  were  French  and  Spanish.  I can  remember  having  encountered  only 
two  other  specimens.  One  was  a young  Sovereign  of  Queen  Victoria  and  the  other  a 
U.  S.  coin.  Mr.  Anderberg  mentions  that  many  20  Franc  platinum  fakes  he  has  heard 
of  showed  signs  of  gold  plating  but  advances  the  rather  romantic  thought  that,  “had 
they  been  presentation  coins  and  the  recipient  later  fallen  on  hard  times,  he  might  well 
have  gilded  the  piece  and  passed  it  for  money”.  There  is  no  evidence  that  even  the 
scarce  platinum  coins  mentioned  by  VG  were  ever  regarded  as  interesting  enough  to 
be  employed  as  presentation  pieces.  On  the  other  hand,  the  relatively  large  number  of 
gilt  platinum  strikes  in  a wide  variety  of  dates  coming  to  the  attention  of  anyone 
interested  in  French  coins  provides  sufficient  evidence  that  they  are  simply  counterfeits. 
This  fact  is  further  supported  when  they  are  compared  with  the  genuine  gold  issues  of 
the  French  mints. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  I have  been  careful  of  those  coins  in  the  list  which  do 
appear  in  VG.  While  it  is  not  impossible  that  they  are  genuine  “off  metal”  strikes, 
given  the  quantity  of  fakes  known  to  exist  there  is  a strong  probability  that  they 
may  be  false  specimens  which  just  happen  to  carry  the  same  dates  as  the  Paris 
platinum  strikes  and  therefore  should  be  regarded  with  the  greatest  suspicion.  This 
also  applies  to  the  two  dated  1876  and  1878.  Although  they  are  a bit  after  the  period  when 
the  forgeries  were  common  they  still  fall  in  the  time  when  the  metal  was  inexpensive. 
The  louis  d’or  of  1786  is  certainly  a curiosity,  but  nothing  more  than  that.  The  first 
samples  of  platinum  to  reach  Europe  were  sent  to  France  and  counterfeiting  was  not 
a prerogative  of  the  19th  Century. 

In  reaching  his  conclusions  about  the  authenticity  of  the  coins  in  his  list  the  author 
leans  heavily  on  the  fine  reputations  of  several  well-known  European  dealers.  It  is  no 
disrespect  to  these  gentlemen  to  point  out  that  Mr.  Anderberg  does  not  seem  to  be 
aware  of  both  facts  and  conventions.  It  has  been  my  experience  that  the  platinum 
pieces  under  discussion  are  widely  known  for  being  exactly  what  they  are.  They  have 
long  been  popular  with  collectors  willing  to  pay  prices  commensurate  with  today’s 
value  of  the  metal.  In  addition  the  coins  are,  without  question,  interesting  souvenirs  of 
an  important  aspect  of  numismatic  history.  It  is  hardly  surprising  that  they  are  described 
with  due  regard  for  the  fact  that  catalogue  printing  costs  money  — as  briefly  as 
possible.  After  all,  a coin  catalogue  is  not  supposed  to  be  a numismatic  treatise. 
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EARLY  POUND  NOTES  AND  THE  MYSTERY  OF  1825

The  visitor  to  Britain  is  likely  to  regard  the  pound  notes  in  his  wallet  as  one  of 
life’s  commonplaces.  They  are  only  money.  Fortunately  today’s  pounds  are  not  far 
removed  in  color  and  size  from  what  he  is  accustomed  to  in  New  York  City  or  points 
west.  At  least  London  Airport  has  yet  to  produce  a remark  equal  to  the  one  overheard 
recently  in  Rome’s  Leonardo  da  Vinci.  Having  completed  his  last  piece  of  Italian 
financial  business  at  the  Foreign  Exchange  window,  a homing  citizen  (to  be  spotted 
in  any  crowd  by  the  fluorescence  of  the  clashing  colors  in  his  sports  shirt)  approached 
his  wife  with  hands  outstretched  and  boomed,  “Look  Honey,  the  good  old  American 
Green !” 

Familiarity  with  paper  money  serves  to  prevent  even  the  numismatically  oriented 
traveler  from  realizing  that  every  pound  note  that  slips  through  his  fingers  has  a 
pedigree  of  considerable  antiquity.  The  promise  of  an  official  styled  “Chief  Cashier”  to 
pay  the  “sum  of  ONE  POUND”  on  behalf  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank 
of  England  is  history’s  voice  speaking  to  the  noisy  20th  Century.  If  I can  raise  the 
sound  volume  to  permit  that  voice  to  be  heard  above  the  clatter  perhaps  a small 
element  of  interest  will  be  added  to  someone’s  future  trip.  Space  does  not  permit  telling 
the  complete  story  in  one  sitting.  For  this  reason  I will  confine  myself  to  dealing  with 
the  earliest  years  of  the  denomination  and  in  the  process  suggest  an  original  solution 
to  an  old  mystery. 

Our  own  use  of  the  term  “Dollar  bill”  provides  a clear  indication  of  the  difference 
in  the  historic  origins  of  U.  S.  paper  money  and  the  bank  “notes”  used  by  other 
countries.  The  issue  of  paper  notes  to  replace  coin  in  circulation  is  bound  up  with  the 
history  of  banking  and  it  was  this  which  gave  British  banking  a distinctive  character. 
While  a check  is  a personal  promise  to  pay  a certain  sum  of  money,  a “note”  is  a 
banker’s  promise  to  pay.  Notes  were  readily  acceptable  as  money  because  banks,  then 
as  now,  were  widely  known  in  their  communities.  The  Bank  of  England,  founded  with 
Parliament’s  sanction  in  1694,  was  the  first  corporation  owned  by  stockholders  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  the  banking  business  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  form 
of  commercial  activity.  The  provision  of  an  acceptable  paper  money  “as  good  as  gold” 
was,  in  Sir  John  Clapham’s  words,  “the  peculiarity  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  its 
main  contribution  to  the  evolution  of  European  banking”.  In  short,  a “note”  was  a 
form  of  currency  backed  by  the  assets  of  a private  business  enterprise,  while  the  U.  S. 
“bills”  are  a form  of  currency  issued  by  government  authority.  The  fact  that  the 
British  government  nationalized  the  Bank  of  England  in  1946  by  buying  up  the  stock- 
holder’s shares  and  thus  removed  it  from  private  ownership,  should  not  be  allowed  to 
obscure  the  historic  origins  of  either  the  institution  or  of  Britain’s  paper  money. 

Notes  were  regarded  as  the  essential  instruments  which  permitted  the  18th  Century 
banker  to  carry  on  business.  In  normal  times  he  could  count  on  a reasonable  proportion 
of  deposits  being  left  in  his  keeping  for  extended  periods.  He  made  commercial  loans 
for  sums  in  excess  of  capital  and  deposit  resources,  using  his  own  notes  for  the  purpose, 
with  the  reasonable  assurances  that  it  was  unlikely  all  the  holders  w'ould  wish  to  cash 
them  at  once.  Although  during  the  18th  Century  the  Bank  of  England  was  not  the 
only  source  of  paper  currency,  Parliament  had  granted  it  a form  of  special  monopoly. 
In  1697  an  Act  was  passed  prohibiting  the  establishment  of  any  other  incorporated 
bank  in  England.  In  1708  another  Act  forbade  the  establishment  of  any  banking  enter- 
prise by  partnerships  of  more  than  six  persons  “in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called 
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England”.  The  Bank  was  thus  protected  against  serious  competition.  This  law  of  1708, 
however,  had  an  unexpected  effect.  Although  many  country  banks  were  founded  during 
the  next  century  and  a half,  they  were  all  relatively  weak  and  subject  to  the  winds  of 
economic  change.  The  issue  of  “private  notes”,  as  they  were  called,  was  thus  left  un- 
controlled and  such  notes  often  became  worthless  when  small  banks  overextended 
themselves  and  failed. 

In  appearance  18th  Century  English  bank  notes  followed  a standard  pattern  which 
clearly  separated  them  from  what  has  become  familiar  to  later  generations  in  Britain 
and  this  country  as  paper  currency.  The  keynote  in  the  design  was  simplicity.  Those 
of  the  Bank  of  England  did  not  even  carry  the  name  of  the  institution  until  1809.  None 
of  these  early  notes  were  made  payable  to  the  bearer  alone.  For  legal  reasons  each 
was  made  out  payable  to  a specific  individual.  Clerks  wrote  in  the  name  of  the 
customer  drawing  the  money,  as  well  as  the  date  of  issue  and  number  of  the  note,  by 
hand.  Eventually  it  became  clear  that  while  a personal  name  on  a note  was  a legal

requirement,  whose  name  was  used  did  not  really  matter.  The  Bank  employed  the 
name  of  the  Chief  Cashier  for  this  purpose  from  about  1750  until  1855,  after  which  the 
notes  were  made  payable  to  the  bearer.  In  appearance  the  higher  denominations  under- 
went little  change  from  the  early  years  of  the  19th  Century  until  1957.  Printed  from 
copper  plates  on  a thin  crisp  paper  during  most  of  their  history,  the  art  of  the  design 
consisted  in  the  vignette  of  Britannia  in  the  upper  left  hand  corner  accompanied  by 
the  supreme  elegance  of  a thin  curvaceous  script  (still  called  “copper  plate”  today) 
and  the  “Old  English”  letters  used  to  spell  out  the  mystic  words  “Bank  of  England”. 

Landmarks  in  the  history  of  paper  money  almost  always  seem  to  have  been 
connected  with  war,  as  anyone  familiar  with  the  origins  of  our  own  Federal  currency 
will  remember.  The  Bank  of  England  Pound  note  provides  another  excellent  illustra- 
tion of  this  truism.  Although  the  country  banks  had  used  the  denomination,  the 
prevalence  of  forgeries  caused  Parliament  to  ban  all  notes  below  i5  in  1777.  The  pro- 
hibition did  not  affect  the  Bank  because  it  did  not  even  issue  £5  notes  until  1793, 
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By  1797,  however,  the  war  with  Revolutionary  France  had  created  a distinct  state 
of  nerves  in  Britain.  On  February  25  a French  ship  of  war  deposited  a small  body  of 
troops  commanded  by  a wild  Irish  American  at  Fishguard  on  the  Pembrokeshire  coast. 
The  landing  was  easily  handled  by  the  local  militia  but  not  before  the  word  had  spread 
like  wildfire.  When  the  news  reached  London,  the  small  raid  had  become  magnified 
into  a full  scale  invasion.  The  Privy  Council  was  hastily  convened  and  an  Order  passed 
relieving  the  Bank  of  the  obligation  to  redeem  notes  in  gold.  The  cessation  of  cash 
payments  made  it  necessary  to  find  some  substitute  for  guineas.  A Bill  was  rushed 
through  Parliament  authorizing  the  Bank  (and  later  the  country  banks)  to  issue  notes 
for  less  than  £5.  It  was  decided  that  the  denominations  should  be  £1  and  £2. 

These  notes  were  produced  in  a matter  of  three  days.  The  speedy  result  was  only 
obtained  by  re-engraving  old  plates  previously  used  for  higher  denominations.  New 
plates  prepared  in  1798  slightly  modified  the  design.  The  size  of  the  printed  portion  was 
reduced  and  enclosed  in  a thin  line  border.  In  the  upper  left  hand  corner  the  vignette  of 
Britannia  appeared,  with  the  date  1798  below  it.  The  number  and  date  were  hand  written 
on  both  the  left  and  right  to  permit  the  note  to  be  torn  in  half  when  sent  through  the 
mails  — an  important  safety  factor  in  the  days  when  highwaymen  still  looted  the  Royal 
Mail  coaches. 

The  thin  line  border  was  abandoned  in  1801  at  the  time  a watermark  was  intro- 
duced into  the  paper.  A fourth  type  was  adopted  in  1809  and  used  until  the  denomina- 
tion was  finally  dropped  in  1826  for  102  years.  The  single  word  “Bank”  in  Roman 
letters  was  replaced  by  the  famous  heading  which  distinguished  the  issues  until  1960. 
The  invention  of  a special  surface  printing  machine  in  1809  permitted  the  numbering 
and  dating  to  be  done  mechanically.  The  name  of  Henry  Hase,  who  became  Chief 
Cashier  in  1807,  replaced  that  of  Abraham  Newland.  The  year  of  issue  also  appeared 
in  the  heading,  a feature  which  has  an  interesting  bearing  on  the  curious  climax  to 
the  story  of  the  first  pound  notes. 

The  events  leading  to  what  looked  like  the  final  extinction  of  the  pound  note  are 
really  part  of  economic  history  and  need  not  concern  us  in  great  detail.  Peel’s  Act  of 
1819  set  May  1,  1821  as  the  earliest  date  for  complete  resumption  of  gold  payments, 
with  permission  to  continue  the  issue  of  small  notes  for  two  years  thereafter.  The 
Bank  began  to  exchange  all  pound  notes  for  sovereigns  as  soon  as  it  legally  could.  The 
return  of  gold  to  par  after  1821  created  a severe  price  deflation  and  a recession  set  in 
with  resultant  social  unrest.  In  an  attempt  to  relieve  the  causes  of  the  unrest,  the 
Government  decided  that  notes  payable  on  demand  for  sums  less  than  £ 5 could  con- 
tinue in  circulation  until  1833.  This  gave  over  500  country  banks  the  right  to  issue 
unlimited  small  notes  payable  in  gold,  a privilege  of  which  the  Bank  of  England  did 
not  avail  itself.  For  various  reasons  the  years  from  1823  to  1825  were  marked  by  the 
onset  of  a violent  financial  speculative  boom  of  exactly  the  same  type  experienced  in 
this  country  a century  later.  The  spiral  was  fueled  by  the  country  banks  with  lavish 
issues  of  notes  in  support  of  every  conceivable  crack  brained  scheme.  One  company 
was  even  formed,  and  sold  securities,  based  on  expectations  of  exporting  snow  shovels 
and  ice  skates  to  Central  America.  The  smash  came  in  December,  1825.  The  market 
collapsed,  banks  broke  all  over  the  country  and  a major  panic  developed. 

It  is  the  effects  of  the  crash  of  1825  on  the  currency  that  interests  us  here.  Even 
sound  institutions  were  endangered  because  the  public  demanded  immediate  redemption 
of  their  paper  issues  in  gold,  or  Bank  of  England  notes.  The  trouble  was  that  the 
Bank’s  small  notes  had  virtually  disappeared  and  its  own  holdings  of  gold  coin  were 
being  drained.  The  situation  was  graphically  described  by  Mrs.  Arbuthnot,  that  very 
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intelligent  friend  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  who  knew  everybody  and  everything  and 
confided  only  in  the  Duke  and  to  her  journal.  On  Saturday,  December  17  she  wrote, 
“Mr.  Herries,  I see,  expects  the  Bank  will  suspend  their  payments.  They  have  but 

100.000  sovereigns  left,  ‘tho  they  have  a large  quantity  of  uncoined  bullion  at  the  mint’. 
— What  will  happen  to  the  country  I don’t  know.  The  banks  are  breaking  in  every 
direction  and,  as  the  circulation  is  entirely  in  local  notes,  there  is  now  in  fact  no  circula- 
tion, for  gold  cannot  be  supplied  and  everything  is  at  a stand.  In  the  manufacturing 
districts  they  do  not  know  how  to  pay  the  wages  and  serious  riots  are  expected’’.  One 
of  the  King’s  Ministers  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that,  “We  are  within  24  hours  of  a state 
of  barter”.  These  were  the  straits  to  which  the  wealthiest  industrial  nation  of  the  age 
had  been  reduced,  thanks  to  human  credulity  and  the  unfettered  exercise  of  human 
avarice. 

Unknown  to  Mrs.  Arbuthnot  the  solution  to  the  currency  aspect  of  the  crisis  had 
been  found  in  London  the  day  before.  Improbable  as  it  may  sound,  a box  containing 

700.000  unused  pound  notes  of  the  1821  issue  was  discovered  hidden  away  in  the  base-

ment  of  the  Bank  of  England.  On  December  16  they  began  to  be  put  into  circulation 
and  were  eagerly  accepted  by  the  public.  A specimen  of  one  of  them  is  illustrated  dated 
Tuesday,  December  20,  1825,  with  1821  engraved  after  the  heading.  By  Christmas  the 
immediate  crisis  was  over.  As  Alexander  Baring,  the  well-known  private  banker,  summed 
up,  “The  one  Pound  notes  saved  the  country’s  credit”. 

The  famous  box  of  notes,  however,  still  leaves  a number  of  numismatic  conun- 
drums which  have  not  yet  been  considered  by  any  historians  or  paper  money  experts. 
Nobody  has  thought  to  ask  what  the  box  was  doing  in  the  basement  to  begin  with. 
The  notes  continued  to  be  issued  well  into  the  following  year  so  that  the  original 
quantity  could  hardly  have  sufficed.  Yet  none  exist  printed  from  plates  dated  1826. 
The  possibility  of  a hitherto  unexplained  mystery  occurred  to  me  when  I happened  to 
compare  two  of  these  notes  issued  early  in  1826.  One  dated  January  5 measured  5"  x 
8 3/16"  while  the  other  dated  February  17  measured  only  5 "x7j4"  The  difference  was 
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rather  noticeable  and  must  indicate  something,  but  what?  A brief  excursion  into  the 
technique  of  paper  making  is  necessary  to  help  answer  this  question. 

The  process  of  manufacturing  handmade  paper  consists  of  dipping  a framed  wire 
mould  into  a vat  of  pulp.  As  soon  as  this  frame  is  withdrawn  from  the  vat  another  is 
fitted  on  top  of  it  to  prevent  the  liquid  pulp  from  running  over  the  edges.  Enough 
always  seeps  out  between  the  two  frames,  however,  to  make  the  deckle  edges,  still  a 
feature  of  handmade  paper.  After  the  surplus  water  drains  away,  the  damp  residue  is 
“crouched”  on  a bed  of  felt  for  final  drying.  A watermark  is  produced  by  sewing  a 
design  into  the  wire  fabric  within  the  frame.  Sheets  of  paper  for  the  higher  denomina- 
tions of  Bank  of  England  notes  were  made  large  enough  for  two  notes  which  were 
cut  apart  after  printing  to  give  each  three  deckle  edges  and  one  sharp  edge.  In  1810 
paper  was  made  to  accommodate  four  small  notes  so  that  each  pound  note  had  two 
deckle  and  two  sharp  edges. 

A new  watermark  pattern  was  put  into  use  in  1824,  but  of  course  not  for  the  pound 
notes  which  were  no  longer  made.  At  the  same  time  the  sheets  were  increased  in  size 
to  accommodate  8 notes.  By  an  ingenious  arrangement  each  could  be  separated  after 
drying  into  sections  the  size  of  two  notes  thus  retaining  the  traditional  three  deckle 
edges.  Now  my  pound  notes  of  December,  1825,  and  January,  1826,  are  not  only  rather 
long,  but  have  three  deckle  edges  and  not  two  like  the  earlier  issues.  Only  the  left 
hand  edge  is  sharp.  In  comparing  the  larger  and  smaller  1826  notes  I noticed  that 
both  have  three  deckle  edges,  but  the  watermark  is  the  old  type  used  before  1824. 

While  these  points  may  sound  minute,  their  oddity  lies  in  the  fact  that  they  conflict 
with  the  characteristics  which  distinguish  all  other  pound  notes  printed  in  1821.  Al- 
though the  February,  1826,  specimen  is  smaller  than  that  dated  in  January,  it  is  still 
larger  than  those  issued  in  1821  which  measured  only  4 x 7$4".  It  is  true  that  the 
sheet  size  of  the  handmade  paper  used  by  the  Bank  varied  slightly,  but  the  normal 
difference  in  an  average  group  of  Henry  Hase  notes  never  even  approaches  the  wide 
variation  exhibited  by  the  specimens  presumably  found  in  the  historic  box  in  December, 
1825. 

I will  attempt  an  original  interpretation  of  what  this  numismatic  evidence  could 
mean,  recognizing  that  my  views  must  be  considered  reasonable  conjectures  rather 
than  proven  facts,  at  least  for  the  time  being.  I will  first  submit  that  the  notes  were 
stored  away  because  they  were  the  wrong  size.  For  reasons  still  to  be  determined,  a 
run  of  watermarked  paper  for  pound  notes  had  been  made  in  frames  normally  used  for 
the  higher  denominations.  As  a result  the  dimensions  were  not  only  larger  but  each 
one  was  also  distinguished  by  three  deckle  edges.  The  reasons  why  such  a quantity  was 
printed  may  yet  be  disclosed  by  the  Bank’s  archives.  During  the  crisis  of  1825,  when 
small  notes  had  largely  disappeared  from  circulation,  this  particular  deviation  from  the 
norm  was  either  not  noticed  or  deliberately  ignored. 

I would  guess  that  the  size  variation  between  the  two  specimens  dated  1826  can 
be  taken  as  an  indication  that  the  original  batch  of  notes  was  not  considered  likely  to 
be  sufficient.  As  a result,  the  Bank  urgently  ordered  more  paper  from  Messrs.  Portal’s 
mills.  Because  the  denomination  of  each  note  appears  in  the  watermark,  and  time  did 
not  permit  the  preparation  of  moulds  conforming  to  the  new  watermark  designs  of 
1824  for  pound  notes,  Portal’s  took  the  obvious  step  of  using  their  old  moulds.  They 
also  grouped  two  wire  mesh  units  together  to  produce  a sheet  large  enough  for  8 notes 
to  be  separated,  as  the  sheet  for  the  higher  denominations  was,  after  drying.  This  meant 
that  the  paper  had  three  deckle  edges,  as  the  Fbruary,  1826  specimen  has,  instead  of 
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the  two  which  characterized  those  issued  from  1810  to  1821.  Rather  than  engrave  new 
plates  for  what  everybody  recognized  as  an  emergency  the  Bank’s  printers  simply  used 
those  dated  1821  on  the  new  paper  supplied  by  Portal’s.  As  a result  we  find  two  varieties 
of  the  pound  note  in  1826,  one  from  the  original  hoard  and  the  other  a reprinting. 

With  these  ingenious  suppositions  I will  bring  the  story  of  the  early  pound  notes 
to  a close.  Whether  or  not  the  reader  is  convinced  by  my  solution  to  “The  Mystery  of

1825”,  the  last  issue  of  pound  notes  by  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  19th  Century 
certainly  has  an  historic  interest  all  its  own.  I have  to  thank  the  Secretary  of  the  Bank 
not  only  for  permission  to  reproduce  the  note  of  1798,  but  for  many  other  courtesies, 
including  the  pleasant  hours  he  allowed  me  to  spend  with  the  Bank’s  collection. 
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A QUESTION  OF  DIAMONDS

When  there  is  a persistent  type  of  mistake  present  in  the  text  of  a technical  pub- 
lication correction  on  purely  technical  grounds  can  be  useful.  There  is  one  of  these 
rather  misleading  faults  to  be  found  in,  “An  English  translation  of  Maximilian  Gritzner’s 
book  on  Knightly  and  Service  Orders”,  which  appeared  on  the  market  recently,  that  is 
sure  to  perplex  many  readers  and  collectors.  For  this  reason  I believe  paying  it  some 
attention  is  worthwhile. 

Both  the  inexperienced  collector  and  the  layman  in  search  of  facts  is  sure  to 
emerge  from  the  translation  somewhat  dazzled  by  the  extraordinary  quantity  of  diamond 
insignia  the  author  describes.  The  American  press  has  long  been  confused  by  Orders 
and  Decorations.  I have  winced  more  times  than  can  be  counted  by  descriptions  of 
Dukes,  Barons,  Ambassadors,  and  other  “Royalty”,  splendidly  equipped  with  “diamond 
sunbursts”  and  “jeweled  medals”.  If  one  of  the  journalistic  fraternity  uses  the  Gritzner 
translation  as  a source  he  is  bound  to  be  convinced  that  most  insignia  do  not  represent 
awards  fairly  earned  but  are  only  decorative  jewelry  better  displayed  by  the  ladies. 
The  original  German  text  doesn’t  give  this  impression  at  all.  The  trouble  is  that  the 
translators  have  misunderstood  certain  German  words  and  rendered  them,  and  the 
ideas  they  actually  convey,  incorrectly. 

Before  proceeding  to  deal  with  this  problem  a comment  about  the  word  “diamond” 
itself  is  in  order.  In  certain  instances  the  American  language  has  become  oversimplified. 
Most  collectors  are  familiar  with  the  awkward  “medal”,  used  to  mean  a Decoration,  a 
War  Medal,  a commemorative  numismatic  object  in  a variety  of  shapes  and  sizes,  or 
the  insignia  of  a Knightly  Order.  In  the  United  States  today  “diamond”  is  almost  a 
synonym  for  jewelry.  Actually  the  word  is  correctly  used  when  describing  a piece  of 
crystallized  carbon  rating  H.10  on  the  mineral  hardness  scale.  English,  German  and 
other  languages  are  much  more  flexible.  Diamonds  of  a quality  high  enough  to  place 
them  in  the  category  of  gem  stones  are  generally  described  according  to  the  style  of 
cutting.  Old  stones  were  often  rose  cut,  while  the  familiar  engagement  ring  traditionally 
contains  a brilliant  cut  stone.  The  gem  is  then  referred  to  as  a “brilliant”.  Chips  too 
small  to  be  given  any  definitive  shape  are  called  diamonds.  An  entry  found  in  the 
Crown  Jeweller’s  account  with  the  Prince  Regent  (George  IV)  provides  an  excellent 
illustration  how  the  various  words  should  be  used.  Under  the  date,  14  July,  1813,  the 
Regent  was  charged  for,  “An  elegant  diamond  cut  silver  Star  of  the  Bath,  with  motto 
and  crowns  in  diamonds  and  center  paved  with  brilliants”. 

Turning  to  the  Gritzner  translation  we  find  a great  deal  of  information  on  the 
subject  of  the  technical  appearance  of  Stars  and  Badges  that  is  totally  inaccurate.  The 
Star  of  Maria  Theresa  is  described  as,  “of  silver,  studded  with  diamonds”;  the  2nd 
Class  Star  of  Dannebrog  as  a “Diamond  studded  cross”;  and  the  Badge  of  the  Garter 
as  a “golden  Diamond  studded  Medallion”.  The  examples  could  be  multiplied.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  same  linguistic  forms  are  used  correctly  when  the  Badge  and  Star  of  the 
Siamese  Chakri  Order  are  described  as  “both  richly  ornamented  with  diamonds”;  when 
the  insignia  of  the  St.  Andrew  and  Black  Eagle  are  awarded  or  ornamented  “with 
diamonds”;  when  the  motto  of  the  Star  of  India  is  described  as  “consisting  of  diamonds”. 
Even  without  a knowledge  of  German  many  readers  will  possibly  grasp  that  there  is 
something  wrong  with  the  translators’  understanding  of  that  language  because  relatively 
few  Order  insignia  are  found  set  with  stones. 
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Accurate  translation  is  more  of  an  art  than  is  sometimes  understood.  Frequently 
it  is  not  possible  to  make  a literal  transposition  between  English  and  German  words 
or  sentences.  The  translator  must  be  able  to  understand  the  meaning  behind  the  words 
used  by  the  original  author  if  he  is  going  to  render  his  thought  into  understandable 
English.  Now  Gritzner  had  to  paint  a word  picture  of  similar  Stars  and  Badges  of  a 
variety  of  Orders  over  and  over  again.  As  a native  German  he  naturally  sought  to  vary 
his  descriptions  of  the  same  type-groups  of  objects.  Some  of  these  objects  were 
actually  set  with  diamonds.  Others,  particularly  the  Stars,  were  what  is  best  called  in 
English,  “diamond  cut”,  or,  “fascetted”.  His  task  was  made  a little  easier  by  the  rule 
of  German  spelling  which  decrees  that  all  nouns  are  capitalized.  In  the  elementary 
sense,  it  should  be  quite  easy  for  the  student  with  small  German  (as  I have  myself)  to 
understand  the  difference  between  a “Diamond”,  a “Brilliant”,  and  a Star  that  was  just 
“diamond  cut”  even  though  the  literal  German  used  for  the  latter  form  is  “diamonded” 
or  “brillianted”. 


To  make  the  point  clear  I have  prepared  the  following  short  table  illustrating  the 
different  types  of  descriptions  used  by  Gritzner:

It  must  be  admitted  that  Gritzner’s  German  is  not  always  simple.  Example  No.  5 
above  provides  a good  case  in  point.  The  translators’  language  in  dealing  with  the 
insignia  of  the  Garter  is  somewhat  opaque  because  they  ran  two  sentences  together, 
omitting  part  of  one  of  them  to  make  no  particular  sense.  Nevertheless,  I was  startled 
to  read  that  the  lesser  George  was  a “golden  Diamond  studded  Medallion”.  Some  of 
them  certainly  are,  but  not  the  official-issue  pieces.  The  capitalization  of  “Diamond” 
in  the  translation  is  also  curious.  The  difference  between  diamond  cut  and  diamond  set, 
however,  in  an  awkward  expression  is  made  quite  clear  when  we  compare,  “brillanten- 
verzierte”, with  “mit  Brillanten  verziertes”.  And,  as  it  happens,  I have  seen  a gold 
lesser  George  of  partly  diamond  cut  work. 


While  these  examples  could  be  multiplied,  I trust  that  I have  supplied  a sufficient 
number  of  them  to  make  clear  a technical  fault  in  an  often  useful  translation  of  one  of  the 
classic  works  dealing  with  Orders  and  Decorations.  Nevertheless,  sentences  like,  “the 
small  cross  elevates  one  to  the  Baronage  of  Earldom”  (das  Kleinkreuz  (bringt)  den 
Baron  oder  Grafenstand)  unavoidably  raises  the  question  whether  it  wouldn’t  be  more 
satisfactory  for  the  collector  to  use  foreign  books  in  the  languages  in  which  they  were 
written.  If  this  suggestion  sounds  intimidating,  a moment’s  reflection  will  show 
that  it  would  only  require  a nodding  acquaintance  with  English,  French,  German  and 
Italian  to  enable  him  to  dispense  with  even  the  best  translations. 
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BOOK  REVIEW 


Vaclav  Mericka:  Orders  and  Decorations.  Ill  pages  of  text.  194  plates  (95  in  color).

Most  of  the  reference  books  familiar  to  collectors  of  Orders  and  Decorations  have 
long  been  out  of  print.  Many  are  a century  or  more  old  and  the  majority  difficult  to 
obtain.  The  growing  interest  in  this  branch  of  numismatics  began  to  be  reflected  in  the 
world  of  publishing  only  recently.  Until  this  year  no  fresh  approaches  to  the  subject 
equal  in  quality  to  the  standard  works  of  the  past  have  appeared  in  English,  apart 
from  a small  number  of  specialized  monographs.  Of  the  new  publications  now  available 
Vaclav  Mericka’s,  “Orders  and  Decorations”,  is  by  far  the  handsomest.  As  a piece  of 
bookmaking  it  is  a delight  to  the  eye.  Others  will  be  discussed  in  future  issues  of  the 
Review. 

Mr.  Mericka,  President  of  the  Czech  collector’s  association,  is  a widely  known 
scholar  in  the  field  of  insignia.  His  book  was  first  published  this  summer  in  German 
by  ARTIA  of  Prague  under  the  title  of,  “Orden  und  Ehrenzeichen”.  The  English  version 
is  now  available  under  a London  imprint,  edited  by  Dermot  Morrah,  an  established 
authority  on  heraldry.  The  graceful  translation  was  prepared  by  Dr.  Berta  Golova. 

If  Gritzner’s  classic  work  can  be  considered  scientific,  by  comparison  Mr.  Mericka’s 
is  historical  in  its  presentation.  The  author  considers  the  origins  of  awards,  with  a 
brief  glance  at  the  Roman  background,  and  then  deals  with  the  development  of  the 
modern  European  system,  dividing  his  material  into  broad  type  groups.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  chapters  discusses  different  varieties  of  insignia,  and  their  formal 
evolution  from  the  Medieval  beginnings. 

The  text  is  not  keyed  to  the  really  excellent  photographic  plates,  almost  half  re- 
produced in  color.  While  the  color  tones  are  sometimes  uneven  there  is  no  other  book 
on  Orders,  old  or  new,  equipped  with  quite  such  a rich  treasury  of  illustrations.  The 
resources  of  Czech  State  Museums  and  private  collections  have  been  combed  to  provide 
an  exceptional  feast  of  historic  insignia.  Not  the  least  among  these  are  the  awards  of 
Field  Marshal  Schwarzenberg,  the  Austrian  contemporary  of  Wellington,  displayed  in 
Castle  Orlik. 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  author  is  not  always  well  served  by  the  Editor  of  the 
English  edition.  While  Mr.  Morrah’s  editorial  comments  refuting  widely  held  mis- 
conceptions about  British  Orders  are  welcome,  his  grasp  loosens  when  he  ventures 
abroad.  In  telling  his  amusing  Churchill  story  in  the  Introduction  he  should  not  have 
endowed  the  Danish  Elephant  with  a pink  ribbon  after  Mr.  Mericka’s  careful  listing 
on  page  23  of  the  principal  Orders  using  blue  ribbons.  And  his  attempt  to  correct  a 
“popular  misinterpretation”  by  incorrectly  assigning  a Greek  meaning  to  the  Latin 
letters  IHS  on  the  insignia  of  the  Swedish  Seraphim  (page  50)  introduces  error  where 
none  existed. 

There  are,  of  course,  a few  slips  of  the  pen  but  the  sum  total  of  mistakes  is 
probably  less  than  the  number  to  be  found  on  one  page  of  a recent  appallingly  bad 
American  book  on  the  subject.  The  short  concluding  Chapter  XI,  not  in  the  German 
edition,  gives  Field  Marshal  Prince  Schwarzenberg  the  title  of  Duke,  which  he  never 
had.  The  victor  in  the  battle  of  Kolin  was  Count  Daun,  not  Daum.  The  attributions 
of  the  two  Golden  Fleece  Badges  numbered  17  and  26  have  been  reversed  in  this 
edition,  although  they  are  correct  in  the  German  counterpart.  But  such  minor  blemishes 
hardly  detract  from  a superb  book  obviously  prepared  by  a man  thoroughly  at  home 
in  his  subject  who  writes  with  the  sure  touch  of  a trained  historian. 
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All  coins  are  guaranteed  genuine  and  as  described.  Items  found  unsatisfactory  may 
be  returned  within  five  days  of  receipt  for  full  refund,  otherwise  they  will  be  considered 
sold.

THE  ORIGINS  OF  ROMAN  COINAGE 

The  first  money  (about  1000  B.C.)  among  the  Romans  was  composed  of  ingots  of 
crude,  unweighed  bronze  (“aes  rude”),  usually  in  rough  cubes.  The  use  of  so  cheap  a 
metal  shows  an  exchange  of  goods  of  only  low  value.  Tradition  ascribes  to  Servius 
Tullius  (578-534  B.C.)  the  credit  of  having  attached  public  authority  to  the  money,  and 
by  stamping  it  created  what  was  known  as  “aes  signatum“  such  as  the  early  specimens 
of  the  bronze  “decussis”. 

In  451  B.C.  under  the  decemvirs  the  “aes  libral”  was  issued,  weighing  a Roman 
pound  of  12  ounces.  Supposedly  the  most  ancient  Roman  coins  were  quadrilateral  and 
heavy,  with  large  figures  of  a tripod  or  an  anchor.  The  change  to  a round  form  shows 
the  typical  two-headed  Janus,  and  the  trireme,  or  emblem  of  maritime  power.  By  450 
B.C.  in  the  Twelve  Tables  payments  in  cattle  were  ordered  to  be  changed  to  money. 

In  course  of  time  silver  and  gold  came  in  chiefly  through  conquests.  The  first  silver 
coin,  a “denarius”  or  “denier”  (equal  to  10  aeses),  was  issued  (on  the  ox  standard  of 
135  gr.  Troy)  about  268  B.C.  The  silver  denier  was  supposed  to  be  coined  at  72  to  the 
pound.  The  first  mint  was  on  the  Capitoline  Hill.  Gold  coins  appeared  in  206  B.C.  (about 
the  end  of  the  Second  Punic  War  under  Scipio  Africanus).

MEDIEVAL  GOLD  COINAGE 

The  monetary  history  of  Europe  begins  in  the  thirteenth  century,  and  in  the  Italian 
peninsula.  Its  starting-point  is  the  era  of  the  reintroduction  of  gold  into  the  coinage  of 
the  Western  nations,  and  is  definitely  marked  for  us  by  the  minting  of  the  gold  florin 
of  Florence  in  1252.  For  all  practical  purposes  gold  had  gone  out  of  use  since  the  seventh 
century,  and  after  the  submersion  of  the  Roman  Empire;  and  the  currencies  of  the 
nations  of  medieval  Europe  rested  on  a silver  basis  entirely.  The  limitations  to  the 
truth  of  this  statement  do  not  materially  affect  it.  In  Spain,  for  instance,  the  Moors 
kept  up  a tradition  of  gold  coinage  similar  to  that  of  Rome,  from  the  eighth  to  the 
middle  of  the  thirteenth  century.  At  Byzantium,  seat  of  the  Eastern  Empire,  the  best 
traditions  of  the  coinage  system  of  Rome  were  preserved  for  centuries  after  the 
imperial  city  had  fallen  before  the  invasions  of  the  northern  barbarians. 

Not  withstanding  such  limitations,  however,  it  still  remains  true  that  the  monetary 
history  of  the  modern  world  dates  from  the  thirteenth  and  not  the  seventh  century, 
and  from  the  little  commercial  states  of  Italy  rather  than  from  Byzantium.  Previous  to 
the  minting  of  the  gold  florin  of  Florence  there  is  no  trace  of  any  independent  minting 
of  gold  coins  on  a commercial  scale  by  any  state  of  medieval  central  Europe.

RUSSIAN  COINAGE 

Not  until  the  Act  of  December  7,  1885  was  a serious  attempt  made  to  reorganize  the 
technical  manufacture  of  the  coins,  establish  the  ratio  between  gold  and  silver,  and 
restore  the  value  of  the  paper  money.  This  law  adopted  the  silver  ruble  as  the  monetary 
unit  (divided  into  100  copecks),  containing  4 solotnik  21  doli  fine  silver.  The  fineness  of 
nine-tenths  was  accepted.  A nominal  gold  coinage  was  authorized,  but  in  face  paper 
money  formed  the  actual  circulation,  and  little  metallic  money  existed.  The  paper  money 
circulated  at  about  two-thirds  of  the  gold  ruble.
